CANADA WILL RUSH FORCE
OF 31,200 MEN TO EUROPE

Premier Says 10,000 More Will Fol-
low Before November.
OTTAWA, Ont., Sept, 23,

Thirtv-one thousand Canndian troops
will sall for service on the Continent
within the next weaslk. This annotince-
ment was made officially by Premier
Rarden,

U'ntil then It was supponed that the
first Canadian eontingant would be 22,000
men, but upon the advice of the War
iffiee It has been declded that nll the
troops now nesembled at Valeartier shall
bhe gent to the front at once. Thus, In-
cluding the Princexs Patricla Light Tn-
fantry, the Canadinn expoditionary foroe
will number approximntely 31,200 men
and 5600 horses, 1t will comprise 11 bat-
tortes of horse and teld artillery of six
gung ench, Tn addition, four haavy guns,
A-poundere, will go forward, as well as
a number of machine guns,

It I8 announcsd that a secand contin-
gent of 18,000 men will be recruifed -
modintely and sont to the front before
Sovamber, This will bring the Canadian
fghting force at the front up to G0,000
men and troope will e =ent from time to
time to keep the forea up to that fighting
strength.
